Capital Voles, from Our Own Corre­ 
spondent. 
DAVIS1 SLAP AT THE CHINESE. 
W ashington, February 23d.—Representa­ 
tive Horace Havis to-day introduced a bill 
providing that from and after its enactment 
a customs duty of tí cents per pound shall be 
imposed and collected upon sago and sago 
iiour. tapioca and tapioca flour, arrowroot 
and arrowroot flour, manioc flour (a variety 
of tapioca-root flour), starch, farina, aud all 
starch made of any material whatever, or 
however used. The existing tariff law imposes 
a duty of one cent a pound and 20 per cent 
ad valorem on starch made from raw potatoes 
or com, aml of three cents a pound aud 20 
per cent, ad valorem on starch made from 
rice or any other material. Sago and sago 
flour, root flour, farina and tapioca are on 
the free list. The Chinese now import to 
California for use in their laundries large 
quantities of low-grade starches under the 
name of root flour, sago flour, manioc flour, 
etc , which, although really starches, have 
until recently been admitted free of duty. 
One million five hundred thousand pounds of 
these substances were imported at San Fran­ 
cisco for use in Chinese laundries, and 
the Government having assessed the duties on 
these importations, which have been pro­ 
tested, about 160 suits concerning them are 
now pending. It is well known that one 
reason why the Chinese compete so success­ 
fully with white laundries is that the Mon­ 
golians use poorer and cheaper starch. It 
will lie observed, therefore, that liavis1 bill is 
calculated to subserve the several desirable 
objects of protecting white labor and our 
own products, increasing the Government’s 
revenue, preventing litigation and helping to 
make our country a less desirable place of 
residence for the Chinese. 
. 
THE CHOTTEAÜ PROJECT. 
Representative Page to-day presente&the 
joiut resolution of the California Legislature 
against Leon Chotteau’s French commercial 
treaty project, and had it read at the Clerk’s 
desk, so as to bring it more prominently to 
the attention of the House, and secure its 
incorporation in the Congressional Record. 
He also presented the Legislature’s resolu­ 
tions asking an appropriation for the im­ 
provement of Humboldt harbor. 
RELIEF BILLS. 
Davis introduced a copy of Booth’s bill for 
the relief of ex-Aasistant Treasurer Felton, 
and also a bill providing for the payment of 
the claim of the Pacific Submarine Wall 
Company for Government work done at 
Fort Point. 
Pacheco has ready for introduction a bill 
appropriating STo.OOO to erect a buildiug at 
Los Angeles for a postotiice and other Gov­ 
ernment purposes, but failed to obtain an 
opportunity to-day, and will introduce it to­ 
morrow. 
The bill for a readjudication of the bounda­ 
ries of the Pulgas liancho was to-day report­ 
ed to the House Private Land Claims Com­ 
mittee by the sub committee adversely. 
11ETORT ON MINING DEBRIS. 
The forthcoming report of the Public La..d 
Commissioners, who visited California last 
autumn, will contain the following interest­ 
ing passage on the subject of mining debris : 
“ The importance of the mining debris ques­ 
tion is set forth in the testimony accompany­ 
ing this report, it will appear therefrom 
that a serious and increasing conflict exists 
ia California upon tins subject between the 
miners 
and 
agriculturists. 
It 
would 
also seem to be a question falling within 
the legitimate scope of Congressional action. 
The United States still own 40 per cent, of 
the lands in that State, a large portion of 
which contains mineral. Facilities for run­ 
ning off their tailings are indispensable to a 
successful working of these mines, and the 
Government could scarcely expect to sell the 
same to purchasers and yet deny the neces­ 
sary convenience for their operations ; but it 
is claimed that such unrestrained debris facil- 
ties destroys thi agricultural lands on the 
lower portions ot the streams, and that by 
the shoaling of the rivers and bay’s 
navigation is being destroyed and com­ 
merce restricted. 
it should satisfactorily 
bé determined whether these allegatiens of 
fact are true, and if so whether there is an 
appropriate and just remedy. This Commis­ 
sion lias not enjoyed the requisite facilities 
for an intelligent solution of this important 
question, and it is not clear that it tails 
within our jurisdiction, but it is closely allied 
to the future disposition of the public domain 
in mineral localities, and it is of such growing 
importance that we feel warranted in recom­ 
mending the creation of a properly organized 
Commission, clothed with authority to ascer­ 
tain the facts and to propose to Congress an 
adequate remedy for any evils that may be 
found to exist, which shall settle this vexed 
question with even-handed justice to all par­ 
ties interested.” 
ANTI-TILDEN VICTORY. 
The selection of Cincinnati by the National 
Committee to-day as the place for holding 
the Democratic Presidential Convention is 
generally considered an anti-Tilden victory. 
N’o such issue was openly made, but it ia 
known that Tilden’s friends would have 
greatly preferred St. Louis or Chicago, and 
the selection of either of these cities would 
have been claimed a3 a Tilden succe-:s. It is 
also learned to-night that the-Jewett influence 
has been quite potent in the decision of the 
contest in favor of Cincinnati. Isaac C. 
Eaton, the committee member from Kansas, 
who at first was for St. Louis, finally voted 
for Cincinnati upon receipt of a telegram from 
his brother-in-law, Jewett, requesting the 
change in h¡3 (Jewett’s) Presidential aspira­ 
tions. The Ohio delegation return home to­ 
night in a special car, which bears upon its 
side the following inscription : “ Cincinnati— 
her Convention gave you the last Democratic 
President aud will give you the next.” 
Short Session o f Congress. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 23d.—In the Sen­ 
ate Bayard moved that in respect to the 
memory of George Washington the Senate 
adjourn. 
McDonald announced that he#would to­ 
morrow ask a final vote on the pending five 
per cent. bill. 
Baily gave notice of an amendment, ad­ 
mitting free of duty clothing and other con­ 
tributions from abroad for the relief of 
colored emigrants. 
Adjourned. 
In the House the following bills were intro­ 
duced*: 
By Cofforth—Organizing a Court of Pen­ 
sions, to consist of the Chief Justice and four 
assistant Justices, who shall receive an annual 
salary of §4,000 each. 
By Kelley—To provide for the introduction 
and cultivation of the cinchona plant in the 
United States. 
By Muldrow—Placing on the free list 
paper suitable for books and newspapers. 
By Hill—For the appointment of a select 
joint committee to inquire into the causes < f 
the present grain blockade, and report to 
Congress what legislation can be had to rem­ 
edy the evil. 
By Blackburn—Abolishing the tax on to­ 
bacco ; also reducing the tax on distilled 
spirits to 50 cents on every proof gallon. 
Page introduced the resolutionsof the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature opposing the Franco- 
American treaty. 
Davis introduced a bill in amendment of 
existing duties. 
At the expiration of the morning hour pub­ 
lic business was suspended and memorial ad­ 
dresses on account of the day were made. 
After speeches by Knott, Phillips, Clark 
aud Davis the House adjourned. 
The Presidential Question. 
CmcAGO, February 2 31— The Journal 
publishes an interview with Colonel Thomas 
M. Nichol, Secretary of the Honest Money 
League, who is interesting himself in behalf 
of the nomination of Secretary Sherman for 
President. Nicbol says he has seea Sherman 


lately, and that he is working openly in his 
interest with the cognizance of the Secretary, 
who will certainly be a candidate in the Chi­ 
cago Convention, and with a much larger 
support than is generally suspected. 
General Butler was recently reported by a 
member of the National Democratic Com­ 
mittee as being in full sympathy with the 
Democratic party, and is intending to come 
out openly in a short time and declare him­ 
self a Democrat without other party affilia­ 
tions. Your correspondent has had a talk 
with Butler, and in reply to a ques­ 
tion as to whether be was misrep­ 
resented 
or 
not 
in 
the 
interview 
with the member of the Democratic Com­ 
mittee—Mayor Prince, of Boston—said: “ I 
do not care anything about the references to 
myself. I have neither authorized them r.or 
have I any right to repudiate them. I am 
much more busy about lawsuits now than 
politics, and I have no right to intrude my 
views ol the future prospects of any party or 
anybody ; but it seems to me that if I were 
to vote for any Democrat it would be Judge 
Field, of the Supreme Court. He stands 
w-ell before the country, would carry the Pa­ 
cific coast, and would be, I should think, 
adopted by both factions of the party in New 
York os being an entirely impartial man, 
whom both could trust to do right by them. 
I do not know anybody that would be better 
for the Democratic party than Field, for 
whom I have a very high respect in all 
things, except I am not, perhaps, quite in ac­ 
cord with his financial views.” 
JOHN KELLY VS. TILDEN. 
New York, February 23d.—The Tribune's 
Washington special says : John Kelly’s ul­ 
timatum is that he will not permit Tilden to 
carry New York. Should he be nominated 
Kelly is determined that he shall never be 
President, and will consent to the defeat of 
the Democratic National ticket, or even a 
disruption of his party, rather than see his 
enemy in the White House. He will sup­ 
port any other Democrat who may be 
nominated, and will even consent that Til­ 
den may name the candidate, and whoever 
that candidate may be, unless it be Tilden 
himself, he will support him. This he told 
to such members of the National Committee 
as called on him on their way to Washington. 
It will probably be stated to the committee at 
their meeting to-morrow. 
Conkling will not attend the Utica Con­ 
vention. 
THE DEMOCRATIC “ DARK HORSE.” 
Chicago, February '23d.—The Times' spe­ 
cial from Washington says: 
Amid dis­ 
cussions, stimulated by the approaching 
meeting of the National Committee, it is no­ 
ticed that the name of Samuel J. Bandall is 
prominently and earnestly mentioned as the 
coming “ Dark Horse.” 
Tilden’s friends 
freely admit that when it is clearly deter­ 
mined that he cannot secure tlie nomination 
his entire strength will he cast for Randall. 
Taking up the idea that Southern men admit 
that Iiandall would not be objectionable to 
their section, and that he could easily unite 
the vote of the South in the National Con­ 
vention, New Yorkers express the opinion 
that Randall’s nomination would harmonize 
the two factions in their State. 
AN APPEAL FOR HEARTY CO OPERATION. 
CHICAGO. February 23d.’—The Inter-Ocean's 
Washington special says: The Executive 
Committee of the Southern Republican As­ 
sociation of this city have issued an address, 
to be circulated as broadly as possible in the 
South, in which they appeal for hearty co­ 
operation, and say: “ Located at the Na­ 
tional Capital, the official and political center 
of our country, we hope to be able to render 
substantial and efficient aid iu the restoration 
of Republican Governments and constitu­ 
tional liberty in the Southern States.

The roll was then called, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the number of cities desirous of 
presenting their claims for bolding the Con­ 
vention. W. H. Goudy, c-f Illinois, named 
Chicago ; Outerbridge Horsey, of Maryland, 
Baltimore ; John G. Priest, ot Missouri, St. 
Louis; John G. Thompson, of Ohio, Cincin­ 
nati ; VV. T. Scott, of Pennsylvania, Phila­ 
delphia ; Austin H. Brown, of Indiana, 
Washington, D. C. ; the representatives of 
Oregon, Eugene City, Or. 
At 12:45 P. M. a recess was taken until 
half-past 2. 
In submitting the resolutions for the date 
of holding the Convention, McHenry of 
Kentucky moved to fix the date Tuesday, 
June 22J. 
Priest of Missouri moved to amend by in­ 
serting Wednesday, June Itíth. Lost. 
Eaton of Kansas moved to amend by in­ 
serting the third Tuesday in May. Lost. 
Tlie amendments being both rejected, the 
original resolution of McHenry was agreed 
upon. 
The following proxies were presented, viz : 
Mississippi, A. B. Hnrt; California, Senator 
Earley : Nevada, J. W. McCorkle; Colorado, 
Hugh Butler; Virginia, John T. Lovell; 
Wisconsin, Representative E. S. Bragg; 
Texas, Representative Columbus Upson. 
Saylor eloquently invited the committee to 
Cincinnati, which had the advantages of 
other cities and some which they had not.

sales of spirituous liquors, or the unlawful 
manufacture of the same, the District Judge 
shall have power to punish, at his discretion, 
by fine or imprisonment, or both ; that no 
single violation of the laws shall be an indict­ 
able offense, but only where the accused is 
guilty of repeated acts of sale for money or 
profit. It also provides that no Marshal 
or Deputy shall have power to bring

States Commissioner than in the county 
where the offense is committed ; that no Mar­ 
shal or Deputy shall have power to arrest any 
party accused of illicit distillation or unlaw­ 
ful retailing of spirituous liquors without a 
warrant indorsed by a creditable witness, 
stating that he knows, or has good reason to 
believe, that the law has been violated ; and 
further, that no attorney prosecuting for the 
United States in the Federal Courts can en­ 
ter an indictment and prosecute the same 
against any person for a violation of the in­ 
ternal revenue laws upon mere information, 
hut the indictment must first be submitted to 
the Grand Jury, who shall pass upon the 
same.

ConlHgliius Diseases Among Dom estic 
Anim als. 
WASHINGTON, February 23d.—Representa­ 
tive Lefevre’s bill for the suppression of in­ 
fectious and contagious diseases among do­ 
mestic animals provides for a Board of Com­ 
missioners, to consist of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, the Secretary of the Treasury 
and Secretary of State ; the first named to be 
President of the Board, and to call all meet­ 
ings ; two members to constitute a quorum 
for business ; the President of the Board to 
receive a compensation of §100 per month, in 
addition to his salary as Commissioner of 
Agriculture ; the other members of the Board 
to serve without pay. The Board shall ap­ 
point a Secretary and Veterinary Surgeon. 
The latter shall superintend, under the direc­ 
tion of the Commissioners, all measures for 
the suppression of infectious and contagious 
di.-easts of domestic animals. He shall draft 
such rules and regula! ionsas hemay deem neces 
eary for the speedy suppression of an outbreak 
under consideration, and upon approval by 
the Board of said rules and regulations, the 
same shall be certified for acceptance to the 
Governor and Veterinary Surgeon of the 
Stale wherein said disease prevails. On no­ 
tification by the Governor of the acceptance 
of the rules and regulations framed by the 
Veterinary Surgeon of the Board, the latter, 
together with the Veterinary Surgeon ap­ 
pointed by the Governor of the State, may 
prepare such rules and regulations as they 
may deem expedient for the most speedy sup­ 
pression of the disease, with such penalties 
attached as will compel a faithful compliance 
with the same, and, on approval by the Gov­ 
ernor, said mles and regulations shall have 
all the binding force of law. The sum of 
§100,000 is appropriated for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of the Act. 
M ining Storh Operations in Yew York.

UNEQUAL TAXATION. 


The 
substitute revenue and taxation 
bill indorsed by the minority of the joint 
committee on tlioso subjects lias been 
somewhat misapprehended, chiefly through 
an erroneous view of its provisions given 
in the majority report. 
I t does not, as we 
were led to believe, provide for double tax­ 
ation, but it does provide for unequal tax­ 
ation, and this is the next worst thing. 
I t provides that in assessing corporations 
the .yahtu of all their tangible property 
shall be set against their capital stock, and 
if the m arket value of the latter shows a 
surplus over the former, this surplus shall 
be taxed. 
The injustice of this ar­ 
rangement 
lies 
in 
the 
fact th at it 
contemplates the assessment of corporate 
property at a higher rate than private 
property is assessed at. The m arket value 
of stock is necessarily the highest value 
th at can be obtained for any portion of the 
property represented by it. 
B ut no such 
standard is ever employed in assessing pri­ 
vate property. 
No man's farm is taxed 
a t what it would sell for. 
No man’s house 
is asses3ed#on th at principle. 
To make 
such a distinction between corporate and 
private property is to impose a penalty 
upon the act of incorporation, and so to 
discourage that method of associating 
capital. 
Either 
all 
property 
should 
be 
assessed 
at 
its 
full 
market 
value, 
as 
here 
proposed 
in 
regard 
to stock, or stock should be assessed upon 
the same rule applied to private property. 
As the bill stands it certainly proposes the 
creation of a broad line of demarcation be­ 
tween corporate and private propelty, and 
to enact such a law would be to discrim­ 
inate injuriously and unjustly against the 
former. 
It has bceu complained hereto­ 
fore that certain kinds of corporate prop­ 
erty have escaped taxation. 
It ought, 
however, to be possible to lind a remedy 
for that which does not involve an equally 
objectionable state of things. 
Corporate 
property should not pay less taxes than 
private property, but neither should it pay 
more. 
* 


THE FAMINE IN IRELAND. 


The reports of the distress in Ireland 
are singularly contradictory and perplex­ 
ing. 
Ono day it is announced that the 
worst is over, and that there is no longer 
any danger, and the next day it is stated 
that the crisis ha3 not yet been reached, 
and that the danger must be expected to 
continue well into the summer. 
It is 
somewhat singular that the British Govern­ 
ment does not take some steps for the issu­ 
ance of verifled reports, to the end that the 
rest of the world may know exactly how the 
case stands. 
If indeed the worst is yet to 
come, 
these 
contradictory 
reports are 
calculated to produce evil results, since 
they discourage charity, and lessen confi­ 
dence in the disposition of the funds al­ 
ready raised. 
It does not seem credible 
that after the need of aid has been so uni­ 
versally published there should still be 
real danger of deaths by starvation ; but 
the matter is far too grave to be left to 
conjecture, or to even the most candid 
unauthorized reports. 
There ought to be 
oiiicial statements of the precise condition 
of things, issued at least once a week, 
and then the world would know what to 
do for the relief of the sufferers.

The New York Tribune very seasonably 
challenges the too commonly accepted idea 
th at this or th at man may be a specially 
desirable Republican candidate for tlie 
Presidency, because he can carry such and 
such Southern States.

“ ulars they usually include N orth Caro- 
“ lina, Florida and Louisiana in their list, 
“ and generally express hopes of Virginia 
“ and South Carolina. 
Such predictions 
“ may show’ a praiseworthy hopefulness, 
“ but they also show a profound ignorance 
“ of the Southern situation. 
No m atter 
“ who may be nominated in Chicago, 
“ w hether Grant, Blaine, Sherman, or any 
“ less prominent candidate, he will have 
“ no chance of getting a single electoral 
“ vote from the South th at is worth tak- 
“ ing into account for a moment in plnn- 
“ ning the campaign or estimating the 
“ probable 
result.” 
W e do not think 
there can be any doubt of the cor­ 
rectness of this assertion. The assumption 
th at any Republican candidate can carry 
a single Southern State obviously involves 
the wild supposition th at in the coming 
campaign the' Southern political methods 
will somehow be revolutionized, and that 
the faction which now holds those States 
in an iron grip will give up its advantages 
for the sake of helping its adversaries. 
The truth is th at no reliance whatever can 
be placed upon the South. 
The Republi­ 
can party is virtually dead throughout 
those States. 
No doubt there are plenty 
of Southern Republicans, aud it may be 
adm itted th at in some States they are nu­ 
merous euough to achieve a victory, if they 
had fair play. 
But they will not have fair 
play, and it would be mere waste of time 
to base any calculations upon the possi­ 
bility of a change in this respect. 
The 
Democrats have captured the South. 
I t is 
“ solid."’ I t was made solid with a special 
view to the election this year. 
This 
is the campaign iu which the Southern 
Democracy hopes for the first time to 
be able to wield its stolen strength suc­ 
cessfully against the N orth and W est. 
To imagine th at it would forego one jot 
or tittle of its present power, therefore, 
is to conceive a manifest absurdity. 
No 
Republican living can count upon any 
help from the South, and th at fact ought 
to be realized by the party throughout 
the country. 
I t is perfectly useless to 
talk about w hat might happen if the 
Southern Republicans were free to vote 
and to have their votes honestly recorded. 
No man who has observed Southern poli­ 
tics ever eo carelessly can seriously be­ 
lieve that there is the least prospect of a 
fair election there, or that everything 
will not be wrested to the advantage of 
the Democrats. 


The fact is that the North and W est are 
pitted against a -Mexicanized South in this 
contest, and it would be folly to blink the 
truth. Fraud will be employed throughout 
the Southern States, and the best guaran­ 
tee for its employment consists in the fact 
that the Southern Democrats do not regard 
such methods as in any way discreditable. 
They look upon the disfranchisement of 
the Republicans as the ancient Hebrews 
looked upon spoiling the Egyptians. 
And 
though during the off time iu politics 
Southerners may be found to express pref- 
ereiices tor certain Republicans, when the 
National Democratic Convention has made 
its choice all these symptoms of independ­ 
ence or insubordination will vanish, and 
the solidity of the South will be made 
apparent 
to 
the 
meanest 
capacity. 
There is no judgm ent in the current 
talk about the possibility of securing 
Southern Electoral votes for a Republican 
candidate. 
If the party puts faith in any 
such dreams, or if it is induced to accept a 
candidate not sure of a solid North, be­ 
cause of his imagined strength at the South, 
it will make a disastrous and perhaps a 
fatal mistake. 
In all estimates and plans 
the South will have to be left out of the 
account. 
W hat Republicans need now is 
a candidate who can be relied on to carry 
the close N orthern States. 
There is the 
real poirt of danger and difficulty, and all 
visionary’ excursions Southwards are only 
calculated to produce confusion and mÍ3aj)- 
prehension. 
The entire machinery of the 
elections at the South is in the hands of the 
Democrats. 
That one fact tells the whole 
story. 
There will be a solid Southern 
electoral vote for the Democratic candi­ 
date, whoever he may be. 
Tilden w’ould 
be as sure of th at vote as Thurman or 
Bayard. 
The Republicans of the South 
may be loyal enough to the party, but they 
have absolutely no influence in this cam­ 
paign, and therefore it would be extremely 
injudicious to allow their preferences to 
govern the choice of a candidafe. 
A man

can be made President by the Republican 
party, but a man who is supposed to have 
any strength at the South will prove a 
broken reed in the hands of his supporters. 
Whoever chooses to regard this as a pre­ 
diction is welcome to take that view of it.

diversion of all these indirect effects of cap­ 
ital.

Money breeds money, and capital at­ 
tracts capital. 
W hen, from such causes as 
have operated in this case, there occurs a 
stampede in a particular line of invest­ 
ments, there is a strong tendency among 
other investments to join in the panic- 
rush. 
It is necessary to point out the real 
significance of this movement clearly, be­ 
cause nothing short of a realization of its 
full meaning is likely to produce a change 
for the better. 
The plain truth is that 
California is 
being ruined 
by dema­ 
gogues. 
There Í3 no U3e in attem pting to 
ignore the fact. 
The persistent commu­ 
nistic assaults upon capital, the deter­ 
mined attem pts to apply the most per­ 
nicious features of the new Constitution 
in their most malignant way, the continual 
appeals to violence at every step, the blind 
hostility to property and its representa­ 
tives exhibited too often by those who 
should be the very pillars of the social 
fabric—all combine to mark the State out 
as an undesirable place of abode for enter­ 
prising and wealthy men, and all conspire 
to strengthen the exodus of capital which 
appears now to have set iu so alarmingly. 
It is not by shallow efforts to show th at we 
are better off without capital,, that this 
serious evil can be met. 
It is not by rais­ 
ing the old cry of sour grapes th at we can 
avert the consequences of this movement. 
N othing can do th at but such a change of 
policy as will convince the world that Cal­ 
ifornia is not a hot-bed of Communism 
anil class warfare, and th at it is not 
the wish of this community to put a 
brand upon thrift and energy, and to 
make the possession of capital a misde­ 
meanor. 
There are some who supported 
the new Constitution, and who now seem 
to think themselves under obligations to 
maintain th at it contains nothing but 
what is good. 
If these m artyrs to a mis­ 
taken notion of consistency’ would only 
realize that the destinies of a great Com­ 
monwealth are in issue, and that a cam­ 
paign error is a light m atter in the long 
run, they could do more good in their 
generation by helping those who never 
fell into this blunder, to repair it as far 
as th at is possible. 
Demagogism, trucu­ 
lent assaults upob capital, legislative raids 
upon property, must, however, be put 
down by public opinion before any change 
for the better can be anticipated. 


AN INDISCREET CANDIDATE. 


It ia possible that Senator Bayard has 
abandoned his Presidential aspirations, and 
if so he can afford to indulge his independ­ 
ence of character ; but if Jie is still in the 
field, it would be difficult to conceive of a 
more indiscreet act than he is credited 
with lately’. 
I t if said th at when he was 
in Richmond last week ha received an in­ 
vitation to visit the Readjusters’ I^egisla- 
lature, hut declined it, saying th at he did 
not care to visit people who were opposed 
to 
paying 
their 
honest 
debts. 
The 
pluck and fearlessness of this act are 
only equalled by its resolute regard for 
integrity, but a man who wants to be 
President evidently has no business to be 
posing as a champion of probity, for he 
cannot tell what strange bedfellows politics 
may have in stox-e for him. 
Bayard is the 
kind of man to carry out his own ideas 
of w hat is fitting w ithout any’ regard for 
expediency, aud that is one reason why it 
will require no very dexterous diplomacy to 
destroy his prospects for the Presidency, 
supposing that he still entertains any hopes 
in th at direction. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


THE 
EXODUS OF CAPITAL. 


The New York papers are congratulat­ 
ing themselves on the drift of capital from 
this State to that city. 
Certaiu California 
journals affect to regard this exodus rather 
as a benefit than as a loss to the commu­ 
nity. 
The ground they take is that the 
capital which has been taken out of the 
State was employed in speculation only, 
that it fostered gambling habits, that it 
did not contribute to the material growth 
and welfare of the people, and th at for 
these and other reasons its loss is r.o injury 
to the State. 
These views are in manv re­ 
spects narrow and fallacious. 
In the first 
place it cannot be assumed that the with­ 
drawal of capital used in speculation will 
tend to discourage gambling habits. 
The 
facilities for gambling will remain, whether 
the center of speculation 
is 
in 
San 
Francisco 
or 
New 
York. 
In 
the 
second place it is not realized. clearly’ 
enough th at such withdrawals of capi­ 
tal are calculated 
to 
influence public 
sentim ent over a wide area ; that they tend 
directly to discourage the investment of 
other capital, even in the most steady in­ 
dustrial pursuits ; th at they give the State 
a bad name all over the world for crazy as­ 
saults upon cap ital; and that they react 
injuriously upon every kind of business. 
I t is not only stock gambling that feels the 
effect of such incidents. 
I t is commerce 
and manufactures generally. 
The impres­ 
sion produced abroad is that California has 
ceased to offer a profitable field for enter­ 
prise of any kind. 
Nor is it true th at the 
capital which has been withdrawn pro­ 
duced only evil results while it was 
here. 
The stock 
board of San Fran­ 
cisco has 
done 
much 
harm 
in its 
time, but it has also contributed greatly 
to build up 
th at 
city. 
There are 
many blocks of costly buildings in the 
business center of San Francisco which 
never would have been erected but for 
stocks. 
Their erection has given work at 
high wages to thousands of mechanics, and 
in adding to the beauty and dignity of the 
city has served to attract fresh capital]

Afterwards the Governor and party visited 
the headquarters of the First and Third Reg­ 
iments, each regiment being thoroughly in­ 
spected. 
The inspection occupied nearly the 
whole afternoon, and afterwards Governor 
Perkins and staff dined at the Palace with 
the Major-General and other officers. 
Los A n g e le s , February 23J.—Business 
was transacted here to-day as usual, except 
in the Courts, which adjourned in honor of 
Washington's birthday. The rainy weather 
interfered with any kind of outdoor sport.

S a n F r a n c is c o , February 23d.—On the 
sand lot yesterday Denis Kearney was un­ 
usually bloodthirsty. 
He read a written

mended that a collection he taken for tlie 
immediate erection of a gallows on the sand 
lot. 
The resolution was put to vote and car­ 
ried with much enthusiasm and loud cheers. 
He continued : “ The guns which the people 
paid for are in the hands of the people’s en­ 
emies—the police and the military—and the 
Mayor is hedged iu and hampered on every 
side; but when the people rise up in their 
might tlie police and military will be no­ 
where.” He denounced Parrott, the banker, 
who had had himself arrested-to test the-con­ 
stitutionality of the law, as “ an infernal and 
inhuman villain, a vile wretch, a double­ 
dyed ruffian and deep-rooted scoundrel,” and 
advised him to take warning from the 
eight Chinamen who went to White Pine 
and undertook to contest a case brought 
against_ them at law.

Mr. Knox, as one of the members of the late 
Sacramento Valley Drainage Commi sion, 
did vote for Chris. Green, a Republican, for 
Secretary of this Commission. The Commis­ 
sioners were all Democrats—though the mat­ 
ter in band had no political significance re­ 
quiring that they should he of one party, but 
thej’were. 
Mr. Knox voted for Mr. Green 
as a concession to the Republicans, and now, 
his friends say, he is to be punished for voting 
for a Republican who, by the way, was t he best 
selection that could have been made, and proved 
an efficient Secretary and served for nothing. 
It is asserted by some that Mr. Knox has 
voted the entire Republican ticket of late, 
and it is certain t at l.e did vote for George 
C. I’erkins, and therefore, say many Repub­ 
lican friends, he can take the tL t established, 
and, they add, that certainly he is as good, if 
not a better Republican than many, now 
"stalw arts,” who but a few short years ago 
were shining lights in the ranks of the De­ 
mocracy, running the conventions and accept­ 
ing the nominations of that party for office. 
They say that of al I the loud voices in the 
interest of pure Republicanism those of 
the chronic bolters of by-gone times are the 
loudest. 
All this and much more say 
the Republican friends of Mr. Knox, who 
desire to see him nominated by the Repub­ 
lican Convention. These citizens, thus hold­ 
ing, are very numerous and thoroughly 
representative of the best interests of Sacra­ 
mento. 
They declare, on being “ inter­ 
viewed,” that they want Mr. Knox because 
of his experience and competency as Street 
Commissioner, and because it is for the best 
interest of the city that he be retained still 
another term in the position he now holds. 
A review of the field shows the city to be 
divided into two elements just now—the 
Knox and the anti-Knox factions. 
“ If on 
Thursday,” say the Knox men, “ the Repub­ 
lican Convention nominates other than Mr. 
Knox for Trustee, then the opposition to him 
is divided, and his strength asan independent 
candidate is increased. 
If this is not true,” 
say these gentlemen, “ then more Republi­ 
cans will vote for Mr. Knox anyhow than 
there are Workingmen’s’party followers who 
will vote for Minis, and these, with the 
Workingmen dissatisfied with Minis, and the 
Democrats who agree with them in that dis­ 
satisfaction, will secure the election of Knox. 
Or,” they add, “ if this last prophecy is not 
true, then the inevitable result will be that 
the division of the Republican strength be­ 
tween Knox and the regular Republican nom­ 
inee will insure the election of Minis.” Thus 
they 
find reason, in any view of the 
case, for a Republican nomination of Knox. 
However much some 
may be 
inclined 
to 
scout 
these 
conjectures, he 
is a 
blind man who moves among the people 
and cannot see that there is much dissatisfac­ 
tion on these points. 
Dissatisfaction by the 
Workingmen, who do not look upon Minis 
as a representative of them. They say, and 
boldly, that one of the chief objects of the 
Workingmen’s organization was to eliminate 
fjoin politics the old politicians and office­ 
holders and party hacks, and they assert that 
Mr. Minis has been an office-holder or office- 
seeker and a party politician for the best 
part of a quarter of a century, aud has at no 
time manifested any love fur the Working­ 
men’s 
party, 
but 
stumped the

aiust its nominee for Governor within 
year. 
But the political chit-chat goes 
further ar.d 
declares 
that 
Minis 
has 
no 
earthly 
claim 
upon 
Sacramento, 
coming here only as a State officer, and not 
thereby losing his residence during his term 
in the county from which he hailed. Some 
go so far as to say that Minis’ chief clerk, 
Judge Henry, who came here with Minis 
front the same county, was taken up and 
made City Police Judge, and that the little 
game now is to elect Minis, his principal, a 
Trustee, so as to influence Henry, his late 
deputy, as Henry is one of the Police Com­ 
missioners, and two or three members of the 
Workingmen’s Central (or managing) Com­ 
mittee want positions on the police force. It 
is fair to say that Judge Henry’s friends deny 
that he is the kind of a man to be influenced 
in that way, but the others nevertheless re­ 
assert the charge of the little game, and say 
that Judge Henry’s backbone makes no dif­ 
ference iu the plan to run Minis in or in the 
purpose in view. 
As to Chief of Police the feeling is growing 
stronger for Jackson. 
It is generally con­ 
ceded that Ids nomination and election 
would mean radical reform in the police de­ 
partment and a reorganization of the force as 
regards its effectiveness. I t is said that the 
Columbia Club indorses Jackson, and will go 
for him solidly. M att. Karcher, the W ork­ 
ingmen’s candidate, has been a member of 
that party since its 
organization 
here, 
aDd his nomination is held to be a consistent 
act, but it is urged that his election is simply 
a part of the game to toist Minis upon the 
city as a pensioner, and further the scheme to 
put a certain clique upon the police force. 
Large numbers of citizens, 
who 
admit 
Karcher’s capacity and ability as a Chief, 
assert that his election would give no assur­ 
ance of the reforms sure to follow Jackson’s 
election—reforms which would make the 
force independent of all influences but those 
emanating from legal heads, the commission­ 
ers and the Chief. 
Much gossip and comment is to be picked 
op regarding the nominations to be made on 
Thursday by the Republican Convention, 
but it is as yet too conglomerate to be 
formulated, and the most that can be said is 
that it is a very much mixed matter. 


SPORT AT FOLSOM AND FLORIN. 


The annual shooting tournament at Folsom, 
Sunday, was attended by quite a number of 
sportsmen, many of whom were visitors 
from neighboring villages, and also from El 
Dorado county.

Burnham, C. H. Eoklon and Charles Chap­ 
man nine each, J. N. Miller, J. H. Burn­ 
ham, M. R. Riddle, H. B. Martin and Frank 
Knight eight each. F. C. Durant seven, 
and V. Honeychurch, six. 
In the next match at six birds, 21 yards 
rise, M. R. Riddle and O. V. Morris each 
killed six, J. H. Burnham, George Ruutier, 
N. Edwards, C. E. Burnham and E. L. W il­ 
son five each, A. J. Bell, J. Woodward, A. 
Halen, Charles Chapman and Geo. Zentgraf 
four each, H. L. Martin and J . N. Miller 
three each. In the shont-off for second and 
third places, Rentier killed four birds, Ed­ 
wards three, J. H. Burnham two, W übou 
none, C. E. Burnham none. 
In another 
match at three birds, thirty yards rise, II. 
Martin killed three, J. H. Buruham two, N. 
Edwards two, Routier and Riddle one each. 
In the evening the members of the Ciub 
gave a supper to their guests, at which there 
was considerable discussion in regard to game 
laws, and J. 11. Burnham and N. E. White 
were appointed a committee to ask the Legis­ 
lature for some needed amendments.

The Superintendent submitted a report in 
reference to the present condition of the 
schools, in which he said : 
The number of teachers employed in each depart­ 
ment, tho attendance of pupils, and the average 
number taught by the teacher, are as follows : 
High School—Pupils, 84; teachers, 4; average 
per teacher, 21. 
Sacramento Grammar School—Pupils, 409; teach­ 
ers, 12 ; average per teacher, 39. 
Capital Grammar School—Pupils, 3GS; teachers, 
10; average per teacher, 30. 
Intermediate Schools—Pupils, 612; teachers, 16 ; 
average per teacher, 38. 
Primary Schools, be vent h Grade—Pupils, 329 ; 
teachers, 8 ; average per teacher, 41. 
Primary Schools, Eighth 
Grade—Pupils, 520; 
teachers, IS; average per teacher, 2S. 
Ungraded Pupi s, *2Gl ; teachers, 5 ; average per 
teacher, 5*2. 
The number of pupils attending the primary 
classes could he successfully taught by fourteen 
teachers, while at Fourth and <2 streets the number- 
attending the two ungraded schools is but little 
larger than taught in any one of the other three 
ungraded schools. 
By sending the excess of the average number to 
the traded el asses of their respective g railes there 
opmld be no more need of two teachers in the un­ 
graded department at Fourth and l¿ streets thau in 
either of the others. 
# 
This shows that there are employed at present five 
teachers more than is actually needed. 
Rut a con­ 
solidation of classes at this time of year would cause 
endless coniusiou and result detrimentally to the 
pupils, while, on the other haud, the sum of $660 
would be saved in the next three months. 
I find that the grading and course of studies are 
defective. The work prescribed for some of the 
grades is so light that the average teacher of those 
grades finds no difficulty in accomplishing it in 
about two-thirds of the time allotted, while that 
prescribed for other grades is so gn at that it is ex­ 
tremely difficult for the average pupil to accomplish 
it in the required time. The grading shou'd be uni­ 
form and the requirements of each should be ad­ 
justed to the a -erage capacity of the pupils. 
During the past two months thirty-nine pupils 
were recommended to me to be dropped a grade. 
Seven of this number I examined and found them 
to be well acquainted with the work of the next 
lower grade, and instructed the teacher to retaiu 
them to the end of the term, at which time they 
could recommence present work if it should be 
found necessary. 
I would have examined the others, numbering 32. 
had the teachers—who ought to be good juuges of 
such matters—expressed a doubt as to the scholars’ 
proficiency in the work of the next lower grade. 
Since, on the contrary, they asserted that no mate­ 
rial benefit would result from a stud}’ of the lower- 
grade work, I refused to consent to their being 
dropped, as I could see no justice in such a course, 
even though it would insure a goodiy showing for 
the tenehers, who would then, in all probability, be 
enabled to promote the remainder of their classes. 
Th re seems to be a disposition among some of 
the teachers to ignore the interests of those children 
whose promotion becomes a matter of doubt, to the 
end that they may have the credit of promoting the 
largest possible number or percentage. 
The rights of some of their pupils are thus lost to 
view in their anxiety to make a good thowiug at the 
annual examination. 
They are unwilling, in fact much opposed, to re­ 
ceiving into their classes, children whom they think 
it would be difficult to promote, aud are deposed to 
drop without due consideration of the child’s inter­ 
ests ; and while to permit those teachers to reject 
applicants for admission at will and drop whenever 
they please would insure an annual promotion of 109 
per cent, of their classes, it would at the same time 
work a great injustice to many children, and in such 
cases the indignation of parents is not surprising. 
As at even examination a portion of the pupils 
necessarily fail of promotion and under the present 
system and rule such pupils are obliged to spend 
another whole year in the s ime grade, and as many, 
if not all of them, could make up their deficiencies 
in a much shorter time, I would suggest that at the 
beginning of next term it be ordered that we have 
semi-annual examinations for promotions. 
Cities 
that have adopted this plan never go back to the old 
system, and th( sc who have witnessed its practical 
worki gs speak of it in the highest terms of praise. 
I find that in some of the schools morals an 1 man­ 
ners receive proper attention, while in others 1 am 
sorry to have it to say that the teachers’ language 
andmanm rs are anything but a good example for 
the children. 
There have been complaints of teacher^ who apply 
to their pupils in a petulent manner sue - epithets 
as ikince, fool, idiot, etc , and in censuring pupils 
make use of such language as “ unprecedented lazi­ 
ness,” “ unparalle'ed stupidity,” “ got your promo­ 
tion by fraud,” “ must have cheated your way 
through the examination,” “ you never will know 
anything,” etc. 
There have also been complaints of teachers who 
have forced pupils to leave school by working up 
their feelings of indignation to an unbearable de­ 
gree by the use of bitter and scathing sarcasm, and 
by ridiculing them before their classmates to an ex­ 
tent beyond endurance. 
It affords me pleasure, 
however, to be able to say that such complaints are 
few iu number. 
The following resolution was adopted : 
Ilt-fiolced, That it is the sense of this Roard that 
it is incompatible with the duty of a teacher to use to 
the pupils any epithets, and that the Superintendent 
is hereby instructed to notify the teachers of the 
same. 
* 
Communications in reference to insurance 
on school buildings were received, and re­ 
ferred to the President of the Board. 
The following petition, signed by 48 col­ 
ored citizens, was received : 
To the Honorable Roard of Education of Sacra­ 
mento city : 
We, the undersigned, citizens and 
residents of Sacramento city, respectful'}’ represent 
to your Honorable Board as follows : That we are 
colored people, taxpayers and parents; that as 
parents we are deeply interested in the education of 
our children, and desire to secure them all the ad­ 
vantages of the public schools of Sacramento city; 
that there is hut one school for the education of our 
people in this city, an i that school is ungraded and 
inconveniently located, and is so far from many of 
our homes that it is a hardship for onr children to 
attend. Wherefore we humbly petition that the 
colored school of this city be abolished, and that 
our children be admitted to the public cchools in 
the several districts where we reside. 
The petition was referred to the special 
Committee on Rules and Regulations and 
will await the action of the Legislature upon 
the school bill now in the hands of the com­ 
mittee. which strikes out the word white 
from the school law. 
C. C. Brown made application for position 
as teacher of bookkeeping and penmanship 
in the first grade of the grammar schools, 
which was received and placed on file. 
The Board then proceeded to the election 
of a Board of four Examiners for teachers, 
and on motion it was decided that of the 
number to be chosen two be gentlemen and 
two ladies. O. M. Adams, Joseph W. John­ 
son, Miss Charlotte ¿Slater and Mary J . W at­ 
son were elected, and with Suoerintendent F. 
L. Landes as President, constitute the Board 
of Examiners. 
The matter of planting the necessary shade 
trees on and around the school grounds was 
referred to the Repairs Committee, with au­ 
thority to act, the cost not to exceed $50. 
The Board then adjourned.

August Wilhelmj, the celebrated German 
violinist, gave his first concert here at the 
Congregational Church last evening, to a 
large and discriminating audience. 
He was 
supported by Max Vogrich, Hungarian pian­ 
ist and composer, and Marie Salvotti, so­ 
prano. 
The lady has a strong and cultured 
voice, marked by flexibility and a rotund and 
enduring quality. 
Her method was noticea­ 
ble for the almost total absence of effort and 
for the (almost) perfection of her enuncia­ 
tion, which is of such a high character as to 
serve as a model for all. 
That she saDg 
slightly out of tone in an early number was 
probably attributable to the change in the 
accompanying instrument, as two were on 
the platform, and thereafter the accompanist 
adhered to the grand piano alone. 
She sang 
with taste and good expression an aria from 
“ Nabucco;” the German song by Abt, 
“ Gude Nacbt, Mein Kind,” and “ L’estassi,” 
by Arditi, aud in response to exceedingly 
complimentary ~ and 
spontaneous encores 
gave 
“ We 
Met 
by 
Chance” 
and 
“ The 
Star-Spangled 
Banner.” 
Vog­ 
rich proved an admirable accompanist, and, 
besides, played a “ Concerto,” by Henselt; 
a “ Fantasie,” from Sonnambula, and in re­ 
sponse to an earnest and appreciative encore, 
gave “ Etude,” by Henselt. Vogrich indulges 
but little in the fanciful in his playing. 
His 
method is that which marks the artist who is 
devoted to his art for its sake alone. 
His ex­ 
ecution is finished, positive and full of power. 
While he is less brilliant than Ketten, his 
playing is of the kiud to satisfy the ex­ 
acting 
taste 
in 
style, 
and 
the 
severe 
judgment of technique. 
For closeness of 
sympathy with themes of lofty sentiment 
there can be no question about his rank. 
He 
neither over-refines nor exaggerates, but is 
rigidly faithful, a« an interpreter. The star 
of the combination, Wilhelmj, gave the alle­ 
gro of Baganini’s grand concerto in D, ad­ 
mittedly one of the most exacting of com­ 
positions for the violin, and in response to 
the storm of applause which recalled him, 
he played the Nocturne, in “ Esmoll,” ty 
Chopin. 
Next, he gave “ The Love*Seren­ 
ade,” by Vogrich, and being again recalled 
by the audience—which he had completely 
won by his first number—he gave an arrange­ 
ment from his own pen of one of Bach’s airs, 
playing it upon the G string alone. His third 
regular number was the masterly one of the 
programme, that most trying to the per­ 
former, being Ernst’s arrangement of “ Airs 
Hongrois.” Unwilling fhat this should be 
the last seen of him for the evening, his 
auditors made unmistakable complimentary 
and positive demands, to which he replied 
with the simple air, “ The Old Folks at 
Home,” which, under the inspiration of his 
bow, became a new’ revelation. 
Wilhelmj 
played upon a violin remarkable as a power­ 
ful instrument, and for the resonance and 
clearness of its tones. 
Unquestionably Wil­ 
helm] is a great artist, before whom such as 
Remenyi, skillful a* they may be, must re­ 
tire. 
His intonation is the nearest ap­ 
proach to 
perfection 
ever heard 
here, 
while 
the 
breadth and 
depth of 
his 
quality is not rivaled, probably, save by 
Joachim and Ole Bull. W hat the attentive 
listener notices in Wilhelmj, as one of his 
greatest merits, is the absence of striving for 
effect. 
He does not indulge in what are vul­ 
garly called “ musical pyrotechnics” and 
“Instrumental gymnastics.” His playing is 
classic, without loss of sympathetic power; 
it is chiseled work ; the sculpturing of mu­ 
sical themes, which, in all their marble 
beauty, and the graces of their rounded pro­ 
portions, are warmed to life by the master’s 
touch and made to breathe and commune 
with the auditor. There is no memory of a 
violinist who has played in California and 
received such tributes of «approval as were 
showered upon Wilhelmj last evening—and 
it was .as deserved by the artist as it was 
creditable to the judgment of the audience, 
for his playing, to sum up in brief words, is 
cast in the finest mould of the imagination ; 
it is the approach to perfection in its spirit­ 
uality, and shows not ouly the most delicate 
instiuefs, but the broadest intelligence in the 
music art. The second concert takes place 
Wednesday evening. 
A request has been 
preferred that the troupe shall give a matinee 
concert before leaving the city. To-night the 
Bric-a-Brac Club entertain Wilhelmj and his 
associates in an informal manner at.

CORRESPONDENT’S 
ESTIMATE 
OF A 
SACRAMENTO SENATOR. 


The legislative 
correspondent of the 
San Francisco Post has this to say of Sen­ 
ator Grove L. Johnson of Sacram ento: 
I have but a slight acquaintance with this gen- 
tLuían, though we live in the some town, and what 
1 say of him is the result of six weeks’ study in the 
Senate. 1 have heard him speak in previous years, 
but never before attempted to analyze the man. 
Johnson is a young nun, not quile lurty years of 
age, is about five leet eight inches in he.ght and 
Weighs about 14Ü pounds. 
He is strong winded and 
has not a spare pound of flesh, 
lie has a large, 
oblong head, precipitous on all ►ides, very hi¿h 
above the ears, and it is thaicned with a heavy sup­ 
ply of straight hair, nearly black. *iha face is also 
oblong, and is ornamented with heavy, wiry brown 
whisker» aud mustache. His eyes are not brilliant 
or in any way con-picuous, and his nose is simply 
plain, straigut, slightly bulbous at the end, with dis­ 
tended nostrils. The iorehead is well covered with 
hair, and furrowed with thought, aud the exposed 
portions of his countcna ee are pale, if not pallid. 
The mouth is concealed, though 1 imagine that it is 
p sscsstd of generous proport ons. Pain is written 
on this paL and anxious countenance, and there is, 
in spite of his amazing vitality, a tired sjK>t about 
the man. The fragile, delicate body carries a slight 
stoop ou the shoulders, aud yet it is as elastic as the 
air 
He looks like a man who might be sick nigh 
unto death one day and prematurely vigorous the 
uext. 
It is evident that this nervous, elastic senst? 
tive body is responsive to all the variations of the 
weather; its barometric sensibility must be very 
acute. He treads firmly, moves quickly like a 
swallow, and is never in a state of rep-■se. One 
fears .hat th s walking furnace will soon burn out. 
Such vitality ayd physical toughness are rarely ever 
s. en in a frame so fragile. Such a body, even with 
a feeble mind, or none at all, would be a tremendu- 
ous force among men. Johnson is scrupulously 
m at in his pen on, though never “ dresty,” and he 
carries about him the atmosphere of a thorough 
gentleman. The left lapel of his broadcloth coat is 
a1 ways ornamented with a small bouquet, which is 
a part of the man’s character, and it is redolent not 
only with *he fuiues of flowers, but of that domes­ 
ticity of spirit which crowns this uneasy man as with 
a halo. The countenance, the manners of the man, 
proclaim aloud the fact , that he is a family man, 
free from all kinds of ^cxual excesses. Johnson’s 
voice is indescribable, though I shall make an effort 
to characterize it. 
His vo ee is strong, smooth and 
elastic, and lacks hotly, 
it is th-.n, T>ut never 
breaks, and it }>enetraies the very marrow of the 
hearer. When expressing resentment it has a me­ 
tallic ring-sounds like the jingle of a steel blade 
bobbing upon a stone. Then again it grows soft 
and tender, like the purling of a mountain brook. 
Often his voice is su-J, solemn, plaintive, but more 
frequently it cuts the air with the shrill sound of a 
minie ball. Sometime , when he becomes denuncia­ 
tory, his voice grows liarsh and fierce, and you feel 
that skulls are l>eing broken. A moment later the 
same voice will ring out in a higher key, like the 
tones of a silver bell. 
I know little about Johnson’s 
history from re|>ort, but there is a history in his 
voice 
Tli« hearer feels assured that there is no art 
in the voice, ond that it is tale-telling. Fierce strug­ 
gles, deadly conflicts, greit indecorum, restless wait­ 
ing, bitter complaining, exultation, defiant toil, 
tender feeling have been that man’s jHirtion in life, 
as I well see through his strange voice. This char­ 
acteristic of Johnson’s voice accounts for much <>f 
HIS POWER OVER MEN. 
Men strike hands with him and swear to stand by 
him, because his voice tells them that he has lived 
their life of pain Mid conflict—he is • ne am -ng 
them 
His voice, to men who have not been hard­ 
ened by money, is reminiscent of pluck, endeavor 
and the kind of heroism that is level with the expe­ 
rience of the masses. And when his voice in bitter 
sarcasm vibrates, like the sting of a bee as it pro­ 
poses to enter human flesh, outraged men feel that 
he may be their helper against wrong doers. John­ 
son’s manners are worthy of special study. As a 
matter of course his intense nature must be variable 
in expression. Generally he is affable and accessible 
to all, whether friend or foe ; hut now and then, as 
harsh natures and cold blooded critics cross his 
|iath, he shrinks in an icy coldness. At these times 
the inner man seems to be hibernating in an ala­ 
baster cave. His eager activity spoils the natural 
courtesy of the man, and he appears at times, in his 
preoccupied state of mind, to be oblivious to those 
about him. 
But when lie is thoroughly him­ 
self he is as winning as 
& 
beautiful 
and 
tender - hearted 
woman, 
end, 
then, 
his 
personal 
magnetism 
is irresistible. 
At such 
moments Johnson 
can 
m e t 
the 
heart, and 
c'*ramand the good will of his most bitter enemies. 
Occasionally he seems to look upon every man as an 
enemy, but I am inclined to the opinion that he is 
naturally predisposed to kind feeling. The mental­ 
ity of Grove Johnson is iu keepiug with his physical 
make-up. Ilis mental iniwers arc nearly always at 
white heat, and I wonder that his intense mind has 
not long since shattered his body. Frequently this 
mental intensity does prostrate him, and I imagine 
that sickness and recovery alike with Johnson come 
from mental causes. From the opening to the close 
of each session Johnson's mind is on the leap, like a 
greyhound af.erahare. Tho;gh ofu n accused of 
the” same fault myself, h¡9 intensity frequently 
makes me sick. 
The toughness of his mental fiber 
Í9 plieuomcnal— his endurance is astonishing. As a 
matter of course he is brilliant. 
1 do not mean by 
thi9 that he is flighty, but that lie is always original, 
mid never common place—never slow. At the same 
time he seems to be as thorough as any plodder. 
HIS REASONING PROCESSES 
Are continuous, persistent and relieved by electric 
sparks. 
Frequently, however, lie leaves a |K»int ex­ 
posed, but his rapidity of thought and expre sion 
gives his opjKjnent but little time to make the dis­ 
covery. 
He has a good imagination, but his fancy 
lacks culturo, as is easily seen in the character of 
his metaphors. His literary Traits suffer from his 
terrible intensity. The literary instincts cannot be 
nurtured except in repose, aud Mr. Johns n is a 
stranger to that luxury. Ilis memory Is retentive 
of ideas, but not of forms. In directness of mind 
Mr John:on exciV. He takes the shortest route to 
everything, and never plays bv the wayside. John­ 
son’s knowledge of law is good. He may not be as 
tho ough as Weudell and Nyeawd several other Sen­ 
ators, but he is able to use his entire stock of legal 
lore at a moment’s notice. In his knowledge of poli­ 
tics he is the equal of any man in the State. 
Luí I 
must say something of the character, or general 
mike up, of Grove Jo’ nson. In the main he is fair 
and just, and I came to this conclusion by 
studying his spontaneous acts. No man defi­ 
cient in his sense of right can uniformly be 
just in little things. In his relations with other 
Senators he gives to tiueli his due in a natural and 
easy manner. In Iced, he is systematic in hid off nts 
to do the f ir thing among his fellow members. And 
I infer that his natural structure is predisposed to­ 
wards just couduct. lie is apparently straight­ 
forward and direct in his conduct, and he always ex­ 
plains his mo ives frankly ami fairly. Thus far I 
have seen no signs of concealment or strategy, and 1 
am inclined to the opinion that he is unable td%c- 
complish anything oy indirect methods. There is no 
pretense or assumption about him. On the con­ 
trary, lie is always perfectly natural and fiee fn.m 
disguise. 
The open fearlessness of Johnson is 
amazing. He a.«ks no quarter, craves no mercy, and 
never shelters’him elf belli ud anything or anybody. 
He fights upon top of the breastwoiks and sc »rns all 
kinds of defensive armor. He ex]K>ses himself and 
invites attack. There is nothing on earth that he 
fears iu the way of attack, and I can imagine noth­ 
ing that would daunt him in the least. He would 
FACE ALL T11E COMBATANTS OF EARTH 
Without a fear. 
And yet this fearless man is ex­ 
ceedingly sensitive and easily hurt b} a chance 
word or an unkind look. 
I verily believe that a 
cold-blooded calculation could silently torture John­ 
son, but a thousand enemies could never move him 
from a position by the most vigorous and long-con­ 
tinued assiults. 
It is seldom that a man’s courage ! 
so thoroughly overcomes all natural infirmity. Mr. | 
Johnson is naturally affectionate, tender and play­ 
ful, and he is often lively, but he is generally grave 
and senous iu the extreme. The will-power of this 
phenomenal nun is terrific, and he can at any mo­ 
ment consolidate and command himself in a manner 
thoroughly desjiotic. Hut I must ceaso from this 
fra'tleas effort to portray that mail’s character. 
I 
would like to understand his interior history; but I 
never shall, for he makes no parade of his inner 
life. 
I must now say something of Johnson, the 
debater, 
lie is not an orator, or, at least, fie never 
soars or attempts to impress men by th*» arts of the 
public speaker. He relies solely upon thought and 
argument, and seeks to present his case in the sim­ 
plest and most direct manner. He is sometimes 
eloquent, and geuuine eloquent e is within his reach ; 
but he does his best only when there is a specific 
point to he gained. Buncombe is wholly beyond 
his capacity. He marshals everything a» d trains 
all his guns on a ringle point. 
He wishes to accom­ 
plish a distinct and practical result; henee lie never 
“ splurges.” He economizes strength, words and 
noise, and stands in his tracks to the end of his 
speech. He is a torrent in his intense earnest new», 
or a stream of electricity, mid when he gets through 
he sits down. He uses the whole man from head to 
foot with quiet energy, and hurls his arguments like 
pro jectiles from a cannon’s mouth. He gathers up 
the magnetism of ids nature and 
ours it upon his 
audience. And while he is impassioned in his 
speeches he never loses his self-control. In the 
main he addresses the judgment of his audience 
and seek9 to win by rational compulsion, and some­ 
how or other ho nearly always wins. Ou several oc­ 
casions lie has convinced the Senate against its wi!J, 
and obtained a fair victory. Indeed, I kn w of no 
man who meets with suece*<s as often as Grove 
Johnson. He is in debate utterly irresistible. In 
retort and quick reply he surpasses a:l the speakers 
that. I have ever heard in California. In fact he is 
terrible in sudden repartee, and it is hardly safe to 
provoke him. I w ill not write any instance by way 
of illustration, though many are fresh in my 
memory.

And he never hesitates for a word or a thought and 
his choice of words is always good. 
His sentences 
are well-built and very strong, and humor follows 
refinedly on the heel» of argument and illustration. 
Frequently he tickles the fancy by gems of thought, 
and pleases the mind hv the cleanness of his mental 
work. 
lie is certainly the most expert, the best de­ 
bater in the Legislature, and no one doubts for a 
moment his ability to hold his own in any conflict 
with the ablest debaters of Congress. A9 a legis­ 
lator, Mr. Johnson is a “ success.” His industry is 
appalling, and he is never idle fer a single moment. 
He keeps the run of the file anil seems to under­ 
stand each measure. 
I verily believe that he is 
prepared to speak, intelligently, upon each one of 
the 340 bills that have been introduced in the Sen­ 
ate. And, luckily for the public interests, he 
has a happy kuuck of saving time by urging 
action when he s.ea that the Senate is ready 
to tike a vote. 
So much for the present, 
and now’ a word about the future of this “ wonder­ 
ful man,” as he h commonly spoken of. 
I do not 
know what mav be »he nature of Mr. Johnson’s am­ 
bition, but I know tliata man of bis peculiar make-up 
cannot be kept down. 
He is a man of affairs, and 
he ia needed. His capacity for work will push him 
into position almost in spite of himself. 
Derides, 
California needs an effective man like Johnson in 
Congress. There our existence is praei ically ignored, 
and we ut-ed a man like Johnson to ca-e for our ma­ 
terial anl political interests. The necessities o: vIkj 
8tate will givo Johnson a seat iu Congress, whether 
he wishes it or not. And, in this connection, it 
must be remembered that he has tke sympaiby and 
confidence of Hie people. He ha» enemies, and bit­ 
ter ones, but he seems to like it and thrive on en­ 
mity. Such a man mus’ needs have bitter enemies, 
but they will give way to his superior prowess. 
Then, again, it must be remembered that Grove 
Johnson is only a half-grown man. Five or six years 
ago 1 heard him make two or three speeches, ami 
then he was not half the man he is now.
